MODERN CHAUTAUQUA 


A CHANCE allusion to chautauqua in a conversation the other 
* day brought back to my mind a movement which seems to 
have gone the way of many others, in the face of compe 
tition from the ubiquitous radio and. movie. 

Although I have never attended a chautauqua, I remember 
it used to be a familiar feature on the prairies and in the 
smaller towns of British Columbia when we first came te 
Canada, bringing troupes of itinerant entertainers and lecturers 
for from three days to two weeks at a time. 

It was like a circus with a cultural appeal—bringing music 
and entertainment and education to places far removed from 
the cultural centres—and was usually held in tents, to which 
people came from miles. around. 


ORIGINATED IN US. 
THE MOVEMENT, which is peculiar 

started nearly a century ago with c 
by families of pioneers. These were conducted for two or three 
days by circuit riders or. itinerant preachers, and everyone 
camped in tents or wagons while the meetings were on 

But it broadened out later, in 1873, when a Methodist min- 
ister named Vincent suggested that the meetings be extended 
to eight weeks and some secular as well as religious subjects 
might be included. As he saw it, the purpose of chautauqua 
should be “to provide a college that trains indolent people to 
work with their hands; that trains people who work with their 
hands to work also with their brains—to think in their work, 
to think fer“their work, to make other people work and think.”
